Bodgies and Blousons Noirs 


Ir, as it is often alleged, there is consolation to be obtained 
in our own sufferings by contemplating the sufferings of others, 
we may indeed be consoled by the news that juvenile 
delinquency is on the increase all over the world. According 
to reports given to the Second United Nations Congress on 
the prevention of crime and the treatment of offenders which 


has been meeting in London during the last two weeks,, 


every country in the world is faced with the same problem 
in different forms, whether affluent or not, whether capitalist, 
social democratic or communist, whether democracy or 
dictatorship, or combinations thereof. Nomenclature differs ; 
the opposite numbers of our teddy boys are known as 
Halbstarke in West Germany, blousons noirs in France, 
“ bodgies ” in Australia and “ widgies’’ in New Zealand. 
The Lorp CHANCELLOR took the opportunity to tell us some- 
thing of Mr. Butler’s plans but it is hardly surprising that 
he was unable to take us any further in the direction of 
finding out why in the affluent society of to-day so many 
young men (women are not such a problem to the criminolo- 
gist) find outlets in crime. By a coincidence we welcome this 
week the first number of the British Journal of Criminology, 
the successor to the British Journal of Delinquency which has 
been appearing regularly for the past ten years. In few 
fields of learning is our knowledge so incomplete and we 
welcome this journal under its new name, as well as the 
signs that a real and sustained effort is being made by the 
Government and voluntary bodies to penetrate to the roots 
of our present discontents. 


Relaxing Formality 


Tue Corporate Bodies’ Contracts Act, 1960, is a useful 
measure which piaces bodies corporate in a similar position 
to that of individuals when making contracts. Section 1 
provides that where a contract between private persons would 
be by law required to be in writing, signed by the parties to be 
charged therewith, such a contract may be made on behalf 
of a body corporate (wherever incorporated) in writing signed 
by any person acting under its authority, express or implied ; 
similarly, where a parol contract would be valid between 
private persons, a parol contract may be made on behalf of a 
body corporate by any person acting likewise. A contract 
so made is effectual in law and binds the body corporate and 
its successor and all other parties thereto (s. 1 (2)). Such a 
contract may be varied or discharged in the same manner in 
which it is authorised to be made (s. 1 (3)). A body corporate 
is not, however, precluded from making a contract under seal 
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by the Act (s. 1 (4)). Section 1 does not apply to the making, 
variation or discharge of a contract before 29th July, 1960, 
but applies whether the body corporate gave its authority 
before or after that date (s. 1 (5)). The Act does not apply 
to any company formed and registered under the Companies 
Act, 1948, or an existing company as defined in that Act (s. 2). 


Compensation Regardless of Fault 


WHEN we drew attention to Mr. Ropert S. W. PoLiarp’s 
suggestion that motorists should be made absolutely liable 
for all damage caused in road accidents (see ‘‘ Compensation 
for Road Injuries’ (1957), 101 Sor. J. 926), there followed 
an interesting correspondence from which it was clear that 
there were those who doubted the wisdom and the justice 
of his proposals. However, as we mentioned, such a scheme 
was in operation in Saskatchewan and a booklet issued by 
the Saskatchewan Government Insurance Office entitled 
“ Saskatchewan's Automobile Accident Insurance Act 
Explained "’ suggests that the scheme is working well. The 
scheme ensures that no insured motorist, nor his or her 
dependants, need face financial ruin because of an accident, 
regardless of fault, and in 1959 it was extended to cover 
persons victimised by the driver of a stolen motor vehicle. 
The booklet that ‘there would be 
nothing but outcries of protest from the citizenry if there 
were even only talk of their being suddenly deprived of any 
part of this accident-insurance plan and its benefits ’’ and it 
records that in the fourteen years of the plan's existence it has 
amassed a cumulative surplus of $4,778,420.

She had her own lodgings, but after working hours she 
often visited her mother’s house to help with such things as 
washing and cooking. The daughter was seduced by the 
defendant and it was held that there was sufficient evidence of 
service to enable her mother to maintain a successful action 
for damages for seduction. No English case has gone quite as 
far as this in finding services rendered by a daughter to her 
parents, although in Rist v. Faux (1863), 4 B. & S. 409, 
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during normal working hours, the plaintiff's daughter worked 
on the defendant's farm and the plaintiff was able to recover 
damages for seduction as his daughter lived at home, helped 
with the housework and looked after her invalid mother. 


Malicious Prosecution and Damage 


In order to succeed in an action for damages for malicious 
prosecution the plaintiff must show that the defendant 
prosecuted him and the prosecution ended in his (the plaintiff's) 
favour, that the defendant acted maliciously and the prose- 
cution lacked reasonable and probable cause and that, as a 
result of the prosecution, he (the plaintiff) suffered damage. 
The element of damage was considered in Berry v. British 
Transport Commission (1960), The Times, 30th July, where 
DipLock, J., delivered a reserved judgment on a preliminary 
point of law. It seems that the plaintiff, who was seeking 
damages for alleged malicious prosecution, was prosecuted 
by the defendants for unlawfully, wilfully, and without 
reasonable and sufficient cause pulling the communication 
cord on a train contrary to s. 22 of the Regulation of Railways 
Act, 1868, and that she was convicted of this offence by the 
3righton justices. However, she appealed and the Recorder 
of Brighton allowed the appeal and awarded her fifteen guineas 
costs. Diplock, J., believed that Savile v. Roberts (1698), 
1 Ld. Raym. 374, was sufficient authority for the proposition 
that the plaintiff was required to prove that she had suffered 
damage as a result of the prosecution by the defendants and 
he took the view that (i) a charge of a statutory offence 
punishable by fine only did not of itself entail such damage as 
would support an action for malicious prosecution, but (ii) 
such a charge would do so if it injured the “ fair name ”’ of 
the person charged. His lordship thought that these principles 
were supported by the decisions of the Court of Appeal in 
Rayson v. South London Tramways Co. [1893] 2 Q.B. 304, 
and Wiffen v. Bailey [1915] 1 K.B. 600, and he gave judgment 
for the defendants on the ground that the prosecution had 
not resulted in damage to the plaintiffs “fair name.” 
Although the point does not appear to have been taken in 
Berry v. British Transport Commission, supra, it is interesting 
to note that at one time a conviction by a lower tribunal 
which was reversed on appeal seems to have been sufficient to 
make an action for damages for malicious prosecution in- 
applicable : see, e.g., Reynolds v. Kennedy (1748), 1 Wils. K.B. 
232. Perhaps it may be inferred from Herniman v. Smith 
1938} A.C. 305, that a conviction of the plaintiff by a court 
of first instance followed by acquittal on appeal is not now 
enough in itself to establish a reasonable and probable cause 
and therefore a sufficient defence.

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DISTRESS AS BETWEEN 


REMEDIES of self-help are not much favoured in modern 
English law. There is, of course, the right to abate a nuisance ; 
and there is, in certain circumstances, a right of distress. 
Distress damage feasant is an extremely old remedy which 
is still available (see R. v. Thomas (1953), 37 Cr. App. R. 169) ; 
distress for rates has been brought up to date by the Distress 
for Rates Act, 1960 (incidentally replacing provisions that 
have stood since 1601—Poor Relief Act, 1601, s. 2). But 
of all the varieties of self-help, distress for rent is the most 
vigorous, even though one of the most archaic. It is this 
remedy “intended,” according to Blackstone, “for the 
benefit of landlords, to prevent tenants from secreting or 
withdrawing their effects to his prejudice” that we shall 
now proceed to discuss in detail. 


Who may distrain ? 


The first question obviously is, to whom is the right of 
distress available? The simple answer is: to any landlord 
in respect of rent due and in arrears which is still, having 
regard to the Limitation Act, 1939, recoverable, in respect 
of goods and chattels upon the property demised. This 
answer, however, has to be broken down into component 
parts, for it is not as simple as at first sight appears. 

The landlord, for this purpose, is the person in whom the 
reversion is at any time vested. If the landlord has once 
parted with his reversion, he cannot distrain for rent which 
fell due whilst he was the landlord (Smith v. Day (1837), 
2 M. & W. 684, at p. 701). Per contra, it is not necessary for 
the person who wishes to distrain to have been the landlord 
whilst the rent was accruing due ; it is sufficient if he is the 
owner of the reversion at the date when the rent falls due, 
and, of course, also at the date of the distress (Thompson v. 
Shaw (1836), 5 L.J.C.P. 234). 

There is one general gloss on this position. A landlord 
may still distrain after the expiration of a particular tenancy 
for rent which accrued due whilst he was the owner of the 
reversion expectant thereon provided that his title still 
continues, the same tenant remains in occupation and the 
distress is made within six months of the termination of the 
tenancy (Landlord and Tenant Act, 1709, ss. 6 and 7). 

There are also some special cases. One of many joint 
tenants may make a valid distress, notwithstanding that the 
other joint tenants decline to concur therein (Robinson v. 
Hoffman (1828), 4 Bing. 562). As one would expect, the 
right of distress is in trustees who are landlords, and not their 
beneficiaries, even though s. 141 of the Law of Property 
Act, 1925, provides that any rent reserved by a lease is 
capable of being enforced by the person from time to time 
entitled to the income of the land leased (Schalit v. Joseph 
Nadler, Lid. {1933} 2 K.B. 79). More interesting cases are 
those of personal representatives, and mortgagors and 
mortgagees. 

Personal representatives are entitled to distrain, as one 
would expect, in any case in which their deceased could 
have done so, including the “ six months extension ”’ already 
noted (Administration of Estates Act, 1925, s. 26 (4)). 

At a comparatively early stage in the law of mortgages 
it was customary to provide that the mortgagor should 
attorn tenant to the mortgagee at a rent equal to the mortgage 
interest, and to be taken in satisfaction thereof, for the 
purpose of giving the mortgagee, besides all his other 
remedies, the additional one of distress. This device became 
invalid as a result of the Bills of Sale Act, 1878, s. 6, unless

the mortgage was registered as a bill of sale, which in practice 
it never is. Modern attornment clauses as between the 
mortgagor and mortgagee are always at a peppercorn rent, 
and, if they serve any useful purpose at all, certainly do not 
touch our present subject. 

Mortgagor’s position 

A mortgagor may distrain upon a lease or tenancy granted 
by him whether prior or subsequent to the date of the 
mortgage, so long as the mortgagee has neither given notice 
of his intention to receive the rents himself, nor appointed 
a receiver under the statutory power. Both cases raise 
interesting points. In the case of a lease or tenancy made 
by the mortgagor prior to the mortgage, the making of the 
mortgage, unless effected by deed expressed to be by way of 
legal charge, is equivalent to a lease of the reversion to the 
mortgagee, so depriving the mortgagor of his reversion. 
It is probably still the law that in strict theory in such a 
case the mortgagor when distraining can only justify his 
acts as bailiff of the mortgagee (Trent v. Hunt (1853), 9 Exch. 
14). It is, however, now established that it is not necessary 
for the distress to be made in the name of the mortgagee, 
nor does the mortgagor have to account to the mortgagee 
for the proceeds of any distress (Ex parte Wilson (1813), 
2 Ves. & B. 252). 

In the case of a lease or tenancy made by the mortgagor 
subsequent to the mortgage, the lease or tenancy may of 
course be made under statutory powers, or powers conferred 
by the mortgage, and in such a case clearly no justification 
for distress is required. But in the case of a lease or tenancy 
not justified by statutory or other powers, it is; because the 
mortgagor has no reversion out of which the tenant’s interest 
can properly be created. Nevertheless, since the lease is 
good by estoppel, the mortgagor is entitled to distrain 
(Municipal Permanent Building Society v. Smith (1888), 
22 Q.B.D. 70). 

Mortgagee’s position 

The mortgagee, on the other hand, is always entitled, 
either by going into possession or appointing a receiver, to 
place himself in a position to distrain in respect of leases or 
tenancies created before the mortgage (Moss v. Gallimore 
(1779), 1 Doug. 279), for he takes his interest subject to 
them. But as regards leases and tenancies created after, 
unless they are granted in pursuance of statutory or other 
powers, they are not binding upon him. If binding, he is 
entitled to distrain as in the case of leases or tenancies made 
prior to the mortgage; if not, the relationship of landlord 
and tenant can only arise by conduct (Rogers v. Humphreys 
(1835), 4 A. & E. 299). As, of course, in most cases the 
tenant is only too anxious that his tenancy or lease should 
be binding on the mortgagee, he will not be too anxious to 
dispute the rights of the mortgagee. But, in default of some 
express agreement to that effect, the relationship does not 
date back to the time when the mortgagee gives notice of 
the mortgage, but to the date when the relationship is consti- 
tuted by conduct (Evans v. Elliott (1838), 9 A. & E. 342, 
at pp. 353, 354)—such, for example, as making the first 
payment of rent thereafter. 


Recetver's position 
Finally, on the question of the person who makes distraint, 


there is the special position of a receiver. A _ receiver 
appointed by the court has of course himself no estate in 
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the land, nor is he the agent of any party who may have such 
an interest. If, however, a _ tenant attorned 
tenant to him, the receiver may distrain in his own name, 
and without the leave of the court, for rent accruing due 
thereafter (Pitt v. Snowden (1869), 3 Atk. 750). In all other 
cases, the receiver must distrain in the name of the person 
having the legal estate (Hughes v. Hughes (1790), 3 Bro. C.C 
87). It is not the practice for a receiver to distrain for more 
than one year’s arrears of rent without the leave of the court 
(Brandon v. Brandon (1821), 5 Mad. 473), although this is 
not a matter of which the tenant can himself complain 

A receiver appointed by a mortgagee out of court under 
the powers contained in the Law of Property Act, 1925, has 
an express of distress in the name of either the 
mortgagor or the mortgagee (Law of Property Act, 1925, 
s. 109 (3)) ; and as a consequence of his appointment nobody 
else can distrain, as the right of distress cannot be in two 
persons (other than joint tenants) at once (Woolston v. Ross 
(1900) 1 Ch. 788). In all other cases of appointment out of 
court, the precise powers conferred upon the receiver must 
be studied, bearing in mind that in the absence of an attorn 
ment to himself personally he would have to justify a distress 
as the agent of the person otherwise entitled to make it

For what amount of rent ? 

The second part of the answer was that the distress can 
only be made in respect of rent due and in arrears, and still 
recoverable, regard to the Limitation Act, 1939. 
It follows that there must be a demise at a rent which either

exceed any rent which fell due more than six years before 
the distress is made, unless there has been a written acknow 
ledgment of more extensive arrears within that period. 
Payment on account does not extend the period (Limitation 
Act, s. 23 (4)). This is the invariable rule, except in the 
case of bankruptcies and liquidations (with which we shall 
not deal here) and of agricultural holdings. Distress may 
not be levied on an agricultural holding for rent which fell 
due more than one year before the date of the distress. 
However, if the landlord has been accustomed to accept 
deferred payment of rent from the tenant, for a quarter- or 
half-year after it has become legally due, the rent is taken 
to be due at the accustomed times of payment, and not the 
legal dates (Agricultural Holdings Act, 1948, s. 18). Other- 
wise an indulgent landlord (and landlords of agricultural 
holdings have at times had to be very indulgent) would find 
their own forbearance had acted to their own disadvantage 


Set-off 

Against the rent so due, what can be properly set off by 
the tenant ? The answer is that the tenant may only set 
off such payments as he has been forced to make in order to 
remain in unmolested occupation of the demised premises, 
and which ought properly to have been discharged by the 
landlord himself. Thus landlord’s rates and taxes (Graham 
v. Tate (1813), 1 M. & S. 609) ; ground rent due to a superior 
landlord (Sapsford v. Fletcher (1792), 4 Term. Rep. 511) ; 
mortgage interest (Dyer v. Bowley (1824), 2 Bing. 94); rent 
charged issuing out of the demised premises, or any other 
sums properly charged on the demised premises and secured 
by a power of distress (Taylor v. Zamira (1816), 6 Taunt. 524) ; 
and finally sums which the tenant, by virtue of the Law of 
Distress Amendment Act, 1908, has been forced to pay to 
any superior landlord as a substitute for his right of distress, 
of which more later, may all be deducted. 

There is one further exceptional case: the agricultural 
tenant who is entitled to any ascertained compensation from 
his landlord, whether by virtue of statute, custom, or agree- 
ment, is entitled to set that off against his rent in addition 
to all other sums which he can properly set off (Agricultural 
Holdings Act, 1948, s. 22). 

With the above exceptions, however, no set-off may be 
made; the position is entirely different from the normal 
rules as to set-off applicable in an action. Rent is still 
considered a debt of a very high order, and subject to special 
privileges. (To be continued)

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PLEADINGS 


ALTHOUGH few solicitors actually settle divorce pleadings 
to-day, the technique of pleading is by no means of merely 
academic interest to them. Not only must solicitors know 
enough about the art to be able to give proper instructions to 
counsel: they must also be capable of criticism of counsel's 
drafts if they are to serve their clients properly and keep 
up the standards of the Divorce Division. Bad pleading, 
which may complicate and prolong if not actually lose a case, 
is as much the ultimate responsibility of the instructing 
solicitor as of counsel—indeed, the responsibility of the 
solicitor is the higher, since it is his duty to see that his 
client is properly served by counsel. So it may be useful 
to examine the present position of the practice of divorce 
pleading, especially as there have been some recent judicial 
pronouncements which indicate a change of attitude on the 
Bench. 

Although procedure in the Divorce Division is governed 
by the Rules of the Supreme Court wherever these are not 
excluded by the Matrimonial Causes Rules, pleadings in 
divorce cases differ in many particulars from those in the 
other divisions of the High Court. The reasons for these 
differences are partly historical and partly due to the special 
nature of the remedy sought. Pleadings were never considered 
of great importance in the early days of the Divorce Division, 
which inherited many of the traditions of the Ecclesiastical 
Courts, and indeed it was only after the report of the Denning 
Committee in 1946 that the divorce rule relating to pleading 
was re-drafted to ensure that the charges in a petition should 
be properly particularised. 

The first reported case of a judge refusing to admit evidence 
of an allegation not specifically pleaded was Gunner v. Gunner 

1954) 1 W.L.R. 410; 98 Sor. J. 148, when Barnard, J., 
rejected a submission that a party should be allowed to give 
evidence of a specific occurrence when the pleadings contained 
only a general allegation of neglect. The tendency since this 
decision has been for pleadings to become more and more 
detailed, since the court will only allow unpleaded acts to be 
given in evidence if the pleadings are amended and sometimes 
this means an expensive adjournment if the other side are 
able to show that they have been taken unawares. 

Perhaps as a result of this, divorce pleadings, especially in 
cruelty cases, seem to be getting out of hand. Everyone 
has met the rambling, thirty-paragraph petition, with assorted 
vague allegations of violence and drunkenness interlarded with 
more specific charges, such as that on a certain date the 
respondent trod on the petitioner's foot. Then comes the 
request for further and better particulars, in the course of 
which it emerges that it was the big toe of the petitioner's 
left foot that was trodden on, and the answer bounces back 
with denials, admissions and explanations, and an assortment 
of the absolute and discretionary bars to relief. 

Is all this really necessary? In a recent Practice Note 
(Finch v. Finch [1960] 1 W.L.R. 429; p. 331, ante), 
Mr. Commissioner Latey dealt a blow at prolixity. He was 
asked to shut out evidence of acts of violence on the part of 
the petitioner which were said to have provoked the cruelty 
alleged against the respondent, on the ground that the answer 
was a bare denial of cruelty and, far from setting out the 
violence it was now sought to allege, had not even raised 
the defence of provocation, The learned Commissioner held 
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that the respondent was not obliged to put in anything more 
than a mere denial, and could still give such evidence as was 
required for the defence of provocation. ‘ The underlying 
practice in matrimonial causes,’’ he said, “is that all the 
relevant facts to enable the court to come to a decision should 
be adduced in order that the court may, if satisfied of a 
matrimonial offence, possibly change the status of the parties.” 
He further said that the practice of pleading confession and 
avoidance had never obtained in matrimonial causes and 
pointed out that although r. 17 of the Matrimonial Causes 
Rules, 1957, leaves it open to a defending party to set up 
more than a bare denial in his answer, it imposes no obligation 
to do so. 
Are pleadings really necessary ? 

With the greatest respect to the learned Commissioner and 
with a full appreciation of the necessity for the court to be 
fully apprised of all the facts, a complete acceptance of his 
argument quoted above would seem to cut away the principles 
of pleading at the roots. Although one may sometimes feel 


be wrong to weaken the importance of the part played by 
pleadings in the divorce court. Either they should be 
abolished altogether, or the rules should be strictly adhered 
to: the alternative is chaos. In a fascinating lecture which 
is reprinted in ‘* Current Legal Problems," 1960, Master Jacob 
analyses the role played by pleadings to-day, and he comes 
down heavily in favour of their retention. Without them, 
the court would be left to grope for the questions in dispute 
between the parties: with them, the issues between the 
parties can be raised speedily, clearly and precisely, It is just 
as important in matrimonial cases as in the Queen's Bench 
Division that the court should be presented with a clear 
picture of the realm of the conflict and that the parties should 
know the case that must be met. The result of having no 
pleadings can be seen in magistrates’ courts, where time is 
usually wasted in narrowing down the issues between the 
contestants and sometimes the true battle is never fought 
Indeed, it has often been suggested that there should be some 
limitation of the issues involved by way of exchange of letters 
between solicitors engaged in domestic courts, and this practice 
has been adopted by agreement in some places. That lawyers 
have no great hankering after trials without pleadings is 
shown by the reluctance to make use of R.S.C., Ord. 148, 
which makes it possible for a trial to be so conducted. In 
1955, the first year when this procedure was available, twelve 
writs were issued under the order, but since that year in only 
three cases has advantage been taken of this facility. 


General denial 

While it has always been possible since 1893 to plead a 
general denial or traverse, this may have the disadvantage of 
leaving the true issues between the parties in doubt. 
Provided its use is confined to cases where the respondent 
merely puts the petitioner to proof of his case it cannot be 
criticised, but where there is any doubt as to what the true 
defence is likely to be it is surely better avoided. To take 
the example of Finch v. Finch, is it not desirable that the 
petitioner should know whether the respondent is denying 
the occurrence of the acts alleged, or whether he is raising a 
defence of provocation? If the defence is provocation, 
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should not the petitioner know what is alleged to have 
constituted the provocation? The Commissioner was no 
doubt relying to a large extent on the remarks of Denning, L.J., 
in Thompson v. Thompson {1957) P. 19, when he criticised 
undue prolixity in divorce petitions, saying : “‘ The respondent 
should . . . remember that in his answer he need only deny 
that he is guilty of cruelty. He need not go on to say what 
happened on the occasion in question."” Denning, L.J., also 
pointed out the risks inherent in asking for too many further 
and better particulars—that some allegations might be 
stirred up that had not yet been brought into the pleadings, 
but it is not to be assumed that he was condemning all 
requests for particulars. Many a defended divorce has gone 
undefended after the narrowing-down operation known as 
pleading has revealed the thinness of the adversary’s case. 
While it is easy to sympathise with those who feel that a 
too rigid attention to pleading may lead to the substance 
being lost sight of in the concentration on form, it would 
be quite wrong to encourage fluidity at the expense of certainty. 
Justice can only be done, in the long run, if litigants are 
able to predict, or have predicted by their advisers, the 
likely outcome of all but the most recondite cases; it is 
to this end that precedent is adhered to with such rigidity, 
and in their own way pleadings contribute to the same effect. 
The difficulty arises in divorce because of the insistently 
human nature of the problems involved. The court and all 
concerned are anxious to do justice, or what each participant 
regards as justice, at all costs, and a defect in pleadings is 
likely to be regarded with impatience. It has to be remembered, 
however, that the courts exist to do general, not particular, 
justice; there is no room for the palm tree in a complex 
civilisation, where the immediate interest of the individual 


GOOD 


Few people outside the Ministry of Pensions and National 
Insurance would be able to recite correctly the varying 
time limits prescribed for making claims for the various 
benefits available under the National Insurance Acts. It is 
not, therefore, surprising that every year some insured persons 
are faced with the possibility of losing benefits to which 
otherwise they would be entitled because the claim therefor 
has been made out of time. A minority of those late claimants 
appeal against their loss and some even consult their solicitors 
on the question. Is there any possible way round the time 
limits which a solicitor consulted on the question should 
explore? There is, because the Act empowering the making 
of regulations governing national insurance claims and notices 
provides that extension of time limits must be made in cases 
where good cause is shown for delay (National Insurance 
Act, 1946, s. 28 (2), proviso); as regards industrial injuries 
claims the relevant Act empowers the making of regulations 
to provide for forfeiture of benefit by a claimant or beneficiary 
for failure without reasonable cause to comply with any 
requirement of regulations governing obligations of claimants 
and beneficiaries (National Insurance (Industrial Injuries) 
Act, 1946, s. 32 (2)). Accordingly, the National Insurance 
(Claims and Payments) Regulations, 1948 (S.1. 1948 No. 1041), 
Sched. II, Pt. Il, para. 1 (1), as inserted by SI. 1952 
No. 1207, and the National Insurance (Industrial Injuries) 
(Claims and Payments) Regulations, 1948 (S.1. 1948 No. 1362), 
reg. 12 (1), proviso, (2), proviso, as substituted by S.I. 1952 


No. 1208, respectively so provide. The principles for deciding 


CAUSE FOR LATE CLAIMS 
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must often be sacrificed to the general good. Pleadings are, 
in Master Jacob's phrase, the court’s agenda, drawn up by 
the protagonists, and nothing but confusion can come 
from any slackness in holding the proceedings to the course 
set out in that agenda. There is always the remedy of 
amendment available to prevent any injustice arising from the 
strictness of this rule. 


The present position 

The practical effect of all this is that the courts, while 
frowning on unnecessary prolixity in pleading, will generally 
adhere to the rule in Gunner v. Gunner, supra, and only 
allow evidence of specific acts to be led if those acts have 
been pleaded. A general, unparticularised, allegation—of 
neglect, for example—can have no other use than to weaken 
the case, since it cannot be supported by evidence. All 
acts which are to be relied on must therefore be set out with 
sufficient particularity, but Lord Denning’s words in Thompson 
v. Thompson, supra, should not be forgotten: ‘It is no 
good pleading trivial incidents which are only the wear and 
tear of married life or do no more than show that the parties 
are at arm's length. [Counsel}.should confine the pleading to 
substantial matters of complaint and give the time and place 
when they occurred. If he brings in a lot of trivial incidents, 
it weakens the force of substantial matters. The court will 
think that, if the petitioner complains of trivial things, it 
is because he is not ready to do his part in the give and take 
of married life.”’ 

The artist in pleading, like any other artist, is known by 
what he omits.

whether there is “‘ reasonable cause’’ for delay in claiming 
are the same as for “ good cause ”’ in national insurance cases 
(C.S.I. 10/50), so that much weight should not be given to 
the variation of adjective and cases decided about either 
phrase can be regarded as valid guidance for advising on 
late claims for either national insurance or industrial injuries 
benefits. 
Time limits for claims 

An essential preliminary for anyone consulted upon an 
alleged late claim case is for him to check that the claim 
(or notice of incapacity or retirement) was really lodged out 
of time. 

The clearest way to indicate the prescribed time limits 
for claims is in tabular form showing type of benefit, relevant 
time limit and the authority for the same. This has been 
done in the accompanying table, which is almost completely 
self-explanatory. Earlier and more restricted time limits no 
longer applicable have been omitted ; their existence should 
be remembered if any reported decisions of the Commis- 
sioner or local tribunals are compared with the table and 
inconsistencies of time limits are then found. 

In connection with the prescribed time limits for maternity 
benefit claims, the expression “ confinement '’ means labour 
resulting in the issue of a living child, or labour after twenty- 
eight weeks of pregnancy resulting in the issue of a child 
whether alive or dead (National Insurance Act, 1946, s. 16 
(1) (a)). The ‘date of confinement ” refers, where labour 
begun on one day results in the issue of a child on another

If the technicalities of the time limits for making claims 
have been successfully surmounted by a claimant a further 
hazard still exists, in that the right to the benefit is extinguished 
if the warrant authorising its payment is not cashed within 
six months of the sum becoming receivable by the claimant. 
For convenience a reference to this time limit has been added 
at the end of the table. 

Material alterations in the rules relating to the extinguish- 
ment of benefit rights were made by the amendment regulations 
S.I. 1952 No. 1207 (National Insurance) and S.I. 1952 
No. 1208 (Industrial Injuries). In particular it is provided 
that a sum payable by way of benefit shall be receivable six 
months (or such longer period as the Minister may determine 
in the circumstances of any particular case) after the date 
on which the sum became payable (reg. 12 (2) (d) of S.1. 1948 
No. 1041, as amended by S.I. 1952 No. 1207, and reg. 18 (2) (d) 
of S.I. 1948 No. 1362, as amended by S.I. 1952 No. 1208). 
The extinguishment rule does not apply to an industrial 
injury gratuity (S.J. 1948 No. 1362, as amended in 1952) 
nor to a national insurance death grant (S.1. 1948 No. 1041, 
reg. 12 (1), as amended by S.I. 1957 No. 578). 

Detailed rules about claims are to be found in the two 
1948 statutory instruments (as amended) already cited and 
deal with such matters as empowering the Minister to treat 
as valid a claim not duly signed or certified on receipt if 
the defect is rectified and the claim returned by the claimant 
within one month of its being referred to him, to treat a 
claim for a certain benefit as a claim in the alternative for 
another benefit, to permit a claimant to amend his claim 
before a decision has been made on it and then to treat the 
claim as if it had originally been made in its amended form, 


and to appoint or permit another person to make or proceed 
with the claimant's claim. 


The key to assisting a claimant who has lodged a claim 
out of time is to inquire fully into the circumstances of the 
case with a view to establishing good cause {or reasonable 
cause in cases relating to industrial injuries benefits) for the 
failure to make the claim before the date on which it was 
made. It is not always possible to forecast whether any 
particular circumstances are likely to be adjudged good cause 
for delay by the statutory authorities, but by now there 
is a considerable body of case law which assists materially 
in forecasting the likely result of any particular appeal. 

The cases on good cause (or reasonable cause, but for reasons 
explained above we shall not differentiate between “ good ”’ 
and ‘‘ reasonable "’ cause and the two adjectives should be 
regarded as interchangeable in this context) fall into groups 
and in this article we summarise some of the decisions made 
which may give useful guidance for similar cases in the 
future. 

Claims deliberately not made 

Strange as it seems, a score of cases have arisen because in 
the first instance for one reason or another the claimant 
deliberately refrained from claiming. 

Anticipated consequence of incapacity 

In two cases (C.S. 537/49 and C.S. 596/49) the claimants 
refrained from claiming because they did not expect to be 
ill long ; this reason was not regarded as a good cause although 
in the former case a distinction was drawn between failing 
to claim and not giving notice of incapacity ; subsequently 
the Commissioner pointed out that amendment regulations 
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(S.I. 1951 No. 1332) rendered this distinction obsolete 
(R (S) 19/52). In contrast to these claims for sickness 
benefit there are two reported industrial disablement benefit 
cases where reasonable cause for delay in claiming was found ; 
the first case (C.I. 273/50) concerned an iron plater who had 
reasonable grounds for supposing that his injury would not 
lead to any loss of faculty ; in the other case (R (I) 16/51) 
the claimant, who did not think that his injury from an 
industrial accident was sufficiently serious to cause him to 
inquire about his rights, was held to have reasonable cause 
for failing to claim benefit until he was told the extent of 
his injuries at a hospital examination but not thereafter. 
Anticipated future action of employer 

Another not infrequent reason for intentional omission to 
claim is the anticipated future action of the claimant's 
employer. In C.S. 371/49, a railway clerk assumed that 
she would receive her wages in full; in fact British Railways 
deducted the sickness benefit due from her wages ; her claim 
was disallowed by the Commissioner, who explained that 
“ good cause,”’ the burden of proving which is on the claimant, 
means some fact which, having regard to all the circumstances 
(including the claimant's state of health and the information 
which he had received and that which he might have obtained), 
would probably have caused a reasonable person of his age 
and experience to act (or fail to act) as the claimant did. 
Another railway employee was the claimant in C.S. 554/49 ; 
he also thought that he would receive full wages during his 
illness ; in addition, he thought it would help “ the Fund ”’ 
if he did not claim. His claim was disallowed, the Commis- 
sioner explaining that a deliberate election not to claim 
benefit even for altruistic reasons did not constitute good 
cause for delay in claiming. C.S. 537/50 was a similar case 
where a claimant who knew he was entitled to sickness 
benefit did not claim because he thought mistakenly that 
his employers would pay him his salary during his illness ; 
he was not considered to have had good cause for failing to 
claim. Again, in R (S) 19/52, the claimant delayed giving 
notice of incapacity and making a claim for sickness benefit 
because he did not know that his employers would make a 
deduction from his wages, and thought that he was not 
entitled to benefit whilst drawing full wages. In holding 
that good cause for failure to claim had not been established, 
the Commissioner explained that a claimant who does not 
know his rights under the National Insurance Acts is expected 
to make reasonable inquiries to ascertain what they are 

Good cause for delay in claiming unemployment benefit was 
shown in R (U) 1/54, where the claimant failed to claim 
within the prescribed time because she had not received her 
national insurance card from her employer and was claiming 
three weeks’ salary in lieu of notice ; as soon as the claimant 
realised that she could not hope to obtain anything from her 
employer she did claim benefit. 

In C.P. 127/50, good cause for delay in claiming a retirement 
pension was not found in the case of a man aged seventy-eight 
who feared that a claim for a pension would lead to disclosure 
of his true age and so cause him to lose his employment. 

In a recent case, R (S) 2/60, a newly appointed civil 
servant had not been informed that, unlike her colleagues, 
she was not yet one who should undertake not to claim 
sickness benefit; it was held that in the circumstances 
good cause for delay in claiming was shown.

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builder's labourer he had been paid off as redundant on a 
Friday. He failed to claim benefit on the following day as 
he was attending a meeting at the building site at his union's 
request not only to discuss dispute action but also in the hope 
of obtaining reinstatement. The latter motive meant that 
he was following up a genuine prospect of employment and 
in these circumstances the Commissioner held that he had 
good cause for delaying his claim. This case presents a 
contrast to that of R (U) 34/51, where a claim was not 
made until the claimant’s second day of unemployment, 
the claimant expecting on his first day of unemployment that 
he would be employed the following day. In disallowing the 
claim the Commissioner said that a claimant fails to show 
good cause for delay in making his claim in the prescribed 
manner when he deliberately refrains from the discharge of 
his statutory duty, because he does not expect that he will 
derive any immediate or future advantage from so doing. 
(Under the “* waiting days "’ proviso to s. 11 (1) of the National 
Insurance Act, 1946, in respect of unemployment and sickness 
benefit, no person is entitled to either benefit for the first 
three days of any period of interruption of employment, 
unless, within the period of thirteen weeks beginning with 
the first of those days, he has a further nine days of inter- 
ruption of employment forming part of the same period of 
interruption of employment.) Again, in R (U) 5/52, a 


woman who delayed her claim for unemployment benefit 
because of ignorance of the procedure and because she thought 
that a claim would be unsuccessful, was held not to have 
shown good cause for the delay. 


Change in the law 

In R (P) 3/59, a claimant had reached pensionable age 
in September, 1957, when she could have been treated as 
retired. She elected not to retire so that she could earn 
increments to her pension. On 6th January, 1958, there was 
a change in the law effected by the National Insurance 
(Classification) Amendment Regulations, 1957 (S.i. 1957 
No. 2175), as a result of which the claimant’s classification 
was changed to that of a self-employed person and she was 
informed at a local insurance office that she could no longer 
contribute. Accordingly, in the following month she gave 
notice of retirement and claimed a pension. It was held that 
her deliberate election not to claim a pension was good cause 
for delay in giving notice of retirement but not for delay in 
claiming. She was entitled to a reasonable period in which 
to reconsider the matter after 6th January, 1958, and 
accordingly from that date had good cause for not claiming. 

In R (U) 6/52, the claimant failed to claim unemployment 
benefit within the prescribed time because a previous claim 
had been disallowed by a local insurance officer and on appeal 
by a local tribunal, on the ground that she was a seasonal 
worker who did not satisfy the conditions necessary under 
the National Insurance (Seasonal Workers) Regulations, 1950 
(S.I. 1950 No. 1220), to entitle her to benefit during the 
off-season current at the date of her claim. The claimant 
was a school meals welfare assistant and as such was not 
generally employed by the school authority during the school 
holidays. The earlier decision holding her not to be entitled 
to unemployment benefit was shown to be wrong by Com- 
missioner’s decision R (U) 7/51, as a result of the issue of 
which the claimant made retrospective claims for benefit. 
In holding that the claimant had good cause for delay the 
Commissioner said that, although it was true that in the 
earlier case she might have applied for leave to appeal to the 
Commissioner, he was not prepared to hold that a claimant 
who acquiesces in a unanimous decision of a local tribunal,

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affirming the decision of the local insurance officer, was not 
acting reasonably. He added, however, that different 
considerations would apply if facts had come to light which 
had not been before the tribunal and which might show that — 
their decision was erroneous, but there was no such suggestion 
in this case. 


Misunderstanding of benefit entitlement rules 

The reported Commissioner's decisions show that in general, 
ignorance of statutory requirements is not regarded as good 
cause for delay in claiming benefits. In an early case the 
claim was disallowed of a claimant who had mislaid her claim 
for attendance allowance and thought that it could be sent 
in at any time (C.G. 15/48). In C.S.G. 6/48, the unsuccessful 
claimant took a holiday after her confinement and was not 
aware of the time limit for claiming attendance allowance ; 
similarly in C.W.G. 2/49, a claimant, who was ignorant of the 
time limits for claiming maternity allowance, had her claim 
disallowed, it being held that she should have made inquiries. 
Again, in C.S.G. 9/49, the claimant for attendance allowance 
had not made inquiries about the procedure for claiming 
attendance allowance and her appeal did not succeed. 

Several unsuccessful claims were made late because of the 
claimant’s misunderstanding of the conditions for entitlement 
to benefit. In C.W.S. 3/48, an army pensioner mistakenly 
thought that she was not entitled to sickness benefit in 
addition to a pension. In C.S. 270/50, a claimant in receipt 
of workmen’s compensation did not know what his position 
was under the National Insurance Act. In R (U) 5/52, a 
claim was delayed partly because of ignorance of the procedure 
and partly because the claimant thought that it would be 
unsuccessful. In another case reported in the same year, 
however, a healthy claimant for sickness benefit who had been 
excluded from work because he had been in contact with 
infectious disease succeeded in his appeal; it was accepted 
that he had good cause for delay in claiming because he was 
unaware that in the circumstances he could be deemed to be 
incapable of work (R (S) 18/52). A claimant who did not 
realise that he was entitled to death grant until an undertaker 
mentioned it did not succeed in his appeal (C.G. 125/50). 

Good cause for delay in giving notice of her incapacity and 
claiming sickness benefit was found in the case of a woman 
who had some months before her incapacity began ceased to 
be employed and had since been paying contributions as a 
non-employed person ; she had not realised that she was still 
entitled to benefit by virtue of earlier contributions paid as an 
employed person (R (S) 10/59). (Contribution conditions 
for sickness benefit are that (1) the claimant must have paid 
at least twenty-six contributions as an employed or self- 
employed person since he last became insured; and (2) for 
benefit to be paid at the standard rate during a benefit year 
the claimant must have been paid or been credited with at 
least fifty contributions as an employed or self-employed 
person in the previous contribution year, a benefit year 
starting five months after the end of an insured person's 
contribution year.) 

Again, in R (S) 11/59, a hospital cleaner had failed to 
claim sickness benefit because some five months before her 
incapacity she had elected as a married woman not to pay 
national insurance contributions. She also had not appreciated 
that her previous contribution record would entitle her 
to benefit and it was held that she had good cause for the 
delay in claiming. 

In R (G) 3/53, the claimant was confined in France in 
January, 1951, having left Great Britain with her husband 
in April, 1950. The claimant had not realised that she was 
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entitled to maternity grant or attendance allowance in 
respect of her confinement. It was only in April, 1951, asa 
result of chance conversation that the claimant realised she 
was entitled to benefit. The Commissioner said that a person 
outside Great Britain is at a disadvantage in making inquiries 
about national insurance rights and a liberal view must be 
taken of any delay caused by pursuing them. Good cause 
for delay in making the claim found as respects 
maternity grant. As, however, the lateness with regard to the 
claim for attendance allowance was due to the claimant’s 
unchecked belief that she was not entitled to anything, good 
cause was not found for that delay and the claimant was 
disqualified from receiving that allowance.

Practical Conveyancing

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In R (P) 5/58, a widow had emigrated to the United States 
of America in 1946. She attained pensionable age in 1955 
but did not make a claim for a retirement pension until over 
fifteen months later. The claimant had not realised that 
she was entitled to make a claim until she read an article in 
an American weekly paper. She was held to have proved 
good cause for failing to claim earlier as it was not reasonable 
to expect a person who was wholly out of touch with legislation 
in England, and whose qualification for a retirement pension 
would depend on repealed Acts, to realise that there were 
rights to inquire about.

CONVEYANCES TO JOINT TENANTS 


THE Long Vacation is an appropriate time of the year to 
return to that constant source of trouble, namely the making 
of title by a surviving joint tenant. It is not necessary to 
describe the nature of the doubt or the arguments used by 
those who advocate various views. The writer (whose opinions 
have at times been misrepresented) would summarise his views 
as follows : 

1. A purchaser from a surviving joint tenant who has no 
reason to believe that severance has occurred is not obliged 
to make inquiries and will obtain a good title from the 
survivor, even if severance in fact took place during the lives 
of the joint tenants, and equitable rights have been acquired 
by third parties in consequence. 

2. Nevertheless, having regard in particular to the note in 
the Law Society's Gazette, vol. 52, p. 157, the safest course of 
action is to appoint a new trustee and obtain title from two 
trustees for sale. 

In an article on conveyancing in our recent Law Reform 
Series (103 SoL. J. 910), the present writer suggested a clause 
in a Law of Property Amendment Bill that might put the 
matter beyond doubt, but perhaps it is too much to hope 
that Parliament would find time for such a Bill. It is rather 
surprising that the point has never been tested by means of a 
vendor and purchaser summons. There have been very 
many arguments between solicitors, for instance as to who 
should pay the small stamp duty on an appointment of a 
new trustee, and the cost of obtaining a decision from the 
court would be small 


Precautionary clauses 

The present state of affairs is most unsatisfactory and so 
it is not surprising to find that some solicitors are endeavouring 
to avoid difficulty in the future by inserting an appropriate 
clause in a conveyance te beneficial joint tenants. At least 
in some parts of the country one often finds an addition to 
those joint tenancy clauses that have long been customary. 
It is to be regretted that, after the 1925 legislation, it has 
generally been thought necessary to use such clauses, but as 
they are almost invariably included, a short addition to them 
is made easily. 

The writer has seen the new precautionary clause in two 
main forms. The first states that on the death of one joint 
tenant the survivor shall hold absolutely and beneficially 
and may convey as absolute owner and give a full receipt 
for the purchase money to a purchaser who shall not be 


concerned with the trusts or to ensure payment of the purchase 
money to two or more trustees. The second amounts to a 
declaration that no severance shall be effective unless a 
memorandum has been endorsed on the deed creating the 
joint tenancy and that no purchaser or mortgagee need inquire 
otherwise whether any such severance has taken place. 

At the time of purchase the joint tenants hold the legal 
estate and are together absolutely entitled in equity. Any 
persons who may acquire equitable interests as a consequence 
of severance of the joint tenancy must acquire through the 
original purchasers and so the intention is that they should 
be bound by the terms of the conveyance to the joint tenants. 
In other words, it is assumed that a person who may claim 
an equitable interest by reason of a severance cannot assert 
it contrary to the declaration of the persons who were 
formerly absolutely entitled. 


No objection in principle 


The writer cannot see any objection in principle to such 
clauses and if there is to be no express statutory provision 
on the subject, and no relevant decision, he suggests that 
solicitors will be well advised to insert provisions on these 
lines. He is inclined to suggest that the better is the class 
secondly mentioned, with one addition. 

There could, perhaps, be a doubt about the operation of the 
clauses of the kind first ‘mentioned. If a severance does 
occur during the lives of the former joint tenants, then a 
tenancy in common is created and so, on the death of one, his 
undivided share in equity will pass to his personal repre- 
sentatives. It is a little difficult to envisage the immediate 
conveyance of the undivided share to the survivor by virtue 
of the terms of the deed by which the joint tenants purchased. 
In effect the form first mentioned purports to continue the 
consequences of joint tenancy, notwithstanding the severance. 
Although the later wording (for instance, that a purchaser 
shall not be concerned with the trusts) would seem effective 
to protect a purchaser, the writer feels a little uneasy about 
the implications. 

The proviso to the Law of Property Act, 1925, s. 36 (2), 
states that a beneficial joint tenant who desires to sever the 
joint tenancy in equity must give notice in writing or do such 
other acts as would have been effectual in the case of personal 
estate and thereupon the net proceeds of sale shall be held 
upon the trusts which would have been requisite for giving 
effect to the beneficial interests, “‘ if there had been an actual 
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severance. The wording of this proviso is somewhat 
unusual. Severance will result from one of the acts which 
would have had that consequence before 1926, for example, 
alienation by a joint tenant of his beneficial interest to a 
third party. Rather surprisingly, the statute does not say 
that service of a notice will result in severance but that it will 
have the same effect in equity. It might be argued that 
severance, or the same consequences in equity, would in fact 
result by virtue of the proviso to s. 36 (2), whatever contrary 
provision may be inserted in the conveyance to the joint 
tenants. It may be doubted, therefore, whether the statement 
(in the second example) that endorsement of a memorandum 
is an essential condition of severance is completely effective. 


Effective against purchaser or mortgagee ? 

Che next question arising out of a clause of the second class 
is whether a person who has acquired an undivided share 
following severance could set it up against a purchaser or 
mortgagee, notwithstanding the words “‘no purchaser or 
mortgagee shall be concerned to inquire further’? Appar- 
ently not, because even a purchaser for value of an undivided

* EVICTION ” UNDER 


As mentioned in my previous article (p. 636, ante) Devlin, 
L.J.’s judgment in Commissioners of Crown Lands v. Page 
1960) 3 W.L.R. 446 ; p. 642, ante, proceeded on slightly diff- 
erent lines from those taken by his colleagues. Briefly to recall 
the facts: the Crown had let a house in 1937, and had requi- 
sitioned it in 1945, in the course of the term ;: 
claim for rent the tenant pleaded eviction Lord Evershed, 
M.R., and Ormerod, L.J., considered that there had been no 
intention permanently to deprive the tenant of possession, 
and no wrongfulness. Devlin, L.J.’s approach and con-

(ui) In making a lease or other contract with its subjects, 
the Crown does not (at least in the absence of specific 
words) promise to refrain from exercising its general powers 
under a statute or under the prerogative, or to exercise 
them in any particular way. 


Quiet enjoyment 

Devlin, L.]., regarded an eviction as a breach of covenant 
which went to the root of the covenant, and one which gave 
the tenant a defence to an action for rent. This approach is, 
I submit, novel. Undoubtedly the obligation to leave the 
tenant undisturbed is broken both in the case of breach of 
covenant for quiet enjoyment and of eviction. The learned 
lord justice did not indicate whether an evicted tenant 
would, in, appropriate circumstances, have a valid claim for 
damages besides a defence to a claim for rent, but the judgment 
is not inconsistent with such a view. The question before the 
court was one of rights rather than one of remedies, and 
Devlin, L.J.’s proposition that eviction is a species of the 
genus breach of covenant for quiet enjoyment introduces a 
simplification 
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share in equity is bound by the terms of the document creating — 
the equitable interest. We would suggest, however, that 
the protection to a purchaser or mortgagee would be reinforced 
by the addition of some such words as these: “and no 
equitable or other right arising in consequence of any 
severance, notice of severance or purported severance shall 
be enforceable against a purchaser or mortgagee who acquires 
title prior to the endorsement of such memorandum.”’ 

The writer’s tentative conclusion is that solicitors should 
add to customary joint tenancy clauses a provision that no 
severance shall be effected unless a memorandum has been 
endorsed, that no purchaser or mortgagee shall be concerned 
to inquire further, and that no equitable or other right 
arising in consequence of severance or purported severance 
shall be enforceable against a purchaser or mortgagee who 
acquires title prior to the endorsement. So far as he is 
aware, no precedent for a clause of this kind has been included 
in any standard textbook. It would be interesting to know 
how frequently such clauses are used in various parts of the 
country, and what are the general views of the profession 


on them. |

STATUTORY POWERS-—II 


It does, however, provoke the thought : why bother about 
that covenant at all? It is, no doubt, a creature of feudal 
law, as is the rule relating to disclaimer or repudiation of a 
landlord’s title (last reviewed in Warner v. Sampson [1959 
1 Q.B. 297 (C.A.)). If we are to go in for simplification, much 
of the learning produced by numerous authorities illustrating 
the covenant for quiet enjoyment can be dispensed with 
Who ever heard of such a covenant, express or implied, in the 
case of a chattel? The hirer of a boat on the Serpentine 
(water, publict juris; riparian owner—both the 
Crown) would not rely on such a covenant if its owner inter- 
fered with his enjoyment of the vessel, but would have his 
remedy notwithstanding the fact that there had been no 
grant of an estate in land. The fact that a tenant is the 
grantee of such an estate need not add anything to his rights.

Exercise of general powers 


When holding that the Crown, or any other person, 
entrusted (whether by virtue of the prerogative or by statute) 
with discretionary powers to be exercised for the public good, 
did not, when making a private contract in general terms, 
undertake to fetter itself in the use of those powers and in 
the exercise of its discretion, Devlin, L.J., cited, among other 
decisions, one concerned with a charter-party. In Board of 
Trade v. Temperley Steam Shipping Co., Ltd. (1926), 26 Lloyd's 
Rep. 76, Roche, J., agreed that there was an implied term 
to do nothing which would prevent the owners from keeping 
the ship seaworthy, but no such term that the Crown should 
do nothing by virtue of general legislation or executive 
action “entirely remote from the charter-party.” What 
had happened was that one of the Board’s own surveyors had 
refused a licence to do some repairs to the ship ! 


The Crown 
The learned lord justice made special reference to the 
Crown when saying that it was absurd to suppose that when 
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country. Experienced advice and cost-free 
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proposing to start a contributory pension 
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it granted a lease or bought or sold one it was making any 
promise about the way in which it would conduct the affairs 
of the nation, but also emphasised that this applied to any 
other public authority. The cases referred to included 
William Cory & Co., Ltd. v. London Corporation {1951} 
2 K.B. 476 (C.A.), in which the corporation concerned had 
enacted a bye-law relating to fitment (coamings and coverings) 
of certain lighters which made it impossible for the plaintiffs 
to perform the contract on which they sued. No implied 
term was recognised. 

The reference made to the royal prerogative is somewhat 
intriguing. It may be that Devlin, L.J., having shipping 
cases much in mind, was thinking of The Broadmayne [1916] 
P. 64 (C.A.), in which it was actually agreed that it was part 
of the prerogative of the Crown in times of emergency to 
requisition British ships. Or, not limiting his thoughts to 
shipping, of British Cast Plate-Glass Manufacturers v. Meredith 
(1792), 4 Term Rep. 794, in which Buller, J., said (obiter) : 
“There are many cases in which individuals sustain an 
injury for which the law gives no action ; for instance, pulling 
down houses or raising bulwarks for the preservation and 
defence of the Kingdom against the King’s enemies.”’ 


Change of law 


In the case before the court, the legislation which authorised 
the Minister to requisition the house came into being during 
the currency of the lease ; and the reasoning of the judgments 
suggests that if the lease had been granted after the relevant 
statute had been passed the tenant would have had still less 
tocomplain about. It is, however, of some interest to consider 
how a change in the law may affect rights and obligations 
under a lease. 

“ Frustration ’’ may be considered out of the question. 
Three cases decided within as many years, however, show— 
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and this though the subject-matter differed considerably— 
that the courts tend, by liberal interpretation of covenants, to 
protect covenantors in such circumstances. There was the 
leading case of Baily v. De Crespigny (1869), L.R, 4 O.B. 180 ; 
in the twenty-second year of a lease containing a lessor’s 
covenant binding assigns not to build on adjoining land, 
Parliament passed the London, Brighton and South Coast 
Railway (New Lines) Act, 1862, and the lessor sold them 
that land, which they could have acquired compulsorily had 
he refused. The lessee was aggrieved by the erection of a 
railway station and sued the lessor; it was held that the 
word “ assigns” did not include that sort of assign, one not 
reasonably within the contemplation of the parties. The 
“ contemplation ” point is important ; for, shortly afterwards 
in Jones v. Bone (1870), L.R. 9 Eq. 674, a tenant, bound by a 
building scheme, one prohibiting the use of the property as a 
hotel, tavern, etc., and the carrying on of the sale by retail of 
wine, beer, and spirituous liquors, took advantage of the newly 
enacted Wine Licences and Refreshment Houses Act, 1860, 
and became the holder of a “ grocer’s licence” (which 
authorised the sale of smaller quantities than had hitherto 
been lawful), and James, V.-C., interpreted the covenants as 
aimed at such institutions as gin palaces; and in Wadham 
v. Postmaster General (1871), L.R. 6 Q.B. 644, what had been 
contemplated again played an important part in the decision. 
A lease for 1,000 years at 1s. a year limited user to that of a 
post office ; eighteen years after its grant, statutes provided 
for the issue of armorial bearings, licences and dog licences 
at such institutions. Blackburn, J., not only took the view 
that the parties must have supposed that the function of the 
Postmaster General might change, but also that when granting 
the lease the lessor had aimed at developing the neighbourhood, 
which he owned, by granting building leases.

HERE AND THERE 


DRUNKENNESS MADE ORDERLY 
AmonG the multifarious publications of Her Majesty's 
Stationery Office an excellent one and threepence worth is to 
be had in an unobtrusive little fifteen-page pamphlet entitled 
‘ Offences of Drunkenness, 1959” (Cmnd. 1094), and sub- 
titled “‘ Statistics of the number of offences of drunkenness 
proved in England and Wales for the year 1959 compared 
with the number of offences proved in previous years.” It 
does not announce (in the manner of an earlier statistical 
publication) that the drunkards are “ broken down by age 
and sex,’ but this aspect of the matter has not been neglected. 
Though one appreciates the reasonable price of a publication 
with so many columns of orderly figures on which so much 
care and thought has been so soberly lavished (for the cost 
is less than that of a pint of bitter) one might suggest that an 
illustrated edition, preferably with colour plates, would attract 
a wider reading public. Those who are not capable of forming 
a mental picture would undoubtedly treasure a visual record 
of that solitary but moderate toper who among 10,000 Cam- 
bridgeshire men and women (probably at the County 
Agricultural Show) was 0-88 drunk. One would like a 
symbolical picture of the solitary female roysterer intruding 
herself among the one hundred and six male topers of 
Stockport. One would like an allegorical presentation of the 
reaction produced among the landlords of the State-owned 
public houses of Carlisle by the thirty-three men and one 


woman who succeeded in getting drunk in so decorous an 
atmosphere ; it seems rather like getting drunk on a Civil 
Service outing. One special attraction in the de luxe publica- 
tion might be “‘ The Toper’s Calendar’’ (detachable so that 
it could be pinned up) illustrating the drunkard’s progress 
throughout the year—the depressing months of January and 
February when noses are red and raw by reason of climate, 
temperature and the common cold and convictions for drunken- 
ness fall to 4,543 and 4,365 respectively; then comes the 
steady climb through spring and summer to the thirsty month 
of July with 5,996 convictions ; until November conviviality 
declines up to the seasonable rally at Christmas, which 
brings December’s total up to 5,559. And, of course, one 
must not forget a frontispiece for the whole, perhaps the 
Soke of Peterborough, again an allegorical figure. Peter- 
borough can rally 113 drunkards, all male and nearly all 
seasoned. In this select band there are only eight minors ; 
the hard core is a body of seventy-one bottle-scarred veterans 
between the ages of thirty and sixty. 


THE EXTREMES 
SEVERAL other items excite one’s curiosity and arouse one’s 
interest. Pembrokeshire, Carmarthenshire and Cardiganshire 
are the most drunken counties (with over 20 drunks in every 
10,000 inhabitants) and Cambridgeshire is far and away the 
most sober, the only area with a percentage of less than 
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one drunkard in every 10,000 inhabitants, in fact six in all. 
The city of Cambridge, however, has 54 and the Isle of Ely 29. 
The Chief Constable of the county is inclined to attribute its 
immunity from convictions for drunkenness to a triangle of 
friendly relations between the licensees, the general public 
and the police, a spiritual communion which obviously has 
beneficial effects. As for the city of Cambridge, the Deputy 
Chief Constable makes haste to add a few statistics of his own. 
Of the 54 persons convicted, 39 were not Cambridge people. 
Of the 39 strangers, 27 were labourers. Of the 27 labourers, 
19 were Irishmen. Evidently the contemporary under- 
graduate carries his drink sufficiently well not to make a 
public display of incapacity. One would like to have a 
similar analysis of the 67 drunks of Oxford. The high figures 
for Pembrokeshire are frankly a puzzle to the police of the 
county. A spokesman said: ‘‘ This we just don’t understand ; 
we have a considerable fishing population who spend fourteen 
days at sea at a time and have their own ways of enjoying 
themselves when they get back. But we don’t think we are 
stricter than any other police force.” Perhaps a new Dylan 
Thomas might be commissioned to inquire into the whole 


matter. (Swansea, where Dylan Thomas was born, has, 
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incidentally, a rate of 21-57 drunks in every 10,000 of 
its citizens, while rural Pembrokeshire has 21.66.) But, for 
interesting information, the piéce de résistance relates to the 
City of London, which tops the list of drunken English cities 
with a rate of 401-35 convictions to each 10,000 of its inhabi- 
tants, four times the rate of the runner-up, seafaring Liverpool, 
and nearly eight times the rate of the next competitor, Salford. 
Foreigners must gasp and stretch their eyes. Hostile 
propagandists must rub their hands and rush to the micro- 
phone. Visions float before their mind’s eye of City Fathers 
reeling home from gargantuan banquets, night after night, so 
riotously intoxicated that even the police cannot be bribed to 
hush it up. Alcoholism is rotting the commercial heart of 
the Empire. Pot-valiant riot is the order of the day. But, 
stay, what is the population of the City of London? Well, 
round about 5,000. So most of the 179 drunkards of 1959 
were strangers who just floated in on the daily ebb and flow 
of the working population. Honour and sobriety are saved. 
Falstaff lodges no more at the 
Ben Jonson and the Mermaid Tavern are only ghosts.

“THE SOLICITORS’ JOURNAL,” 18th AUGUST, 1860 


On the 18th August, 1860, THE SoLicrrors’ JouRNAL contained

Some time ago a poor little French boy was killed 
by a blow from a Jersey butcher boy, whom the Jersey jury 
entirely acquitted. No French or English resident is said to 
have much chance with an islander in the civil courts, and on 
an occasion lately when by some accident justice was done the 
Jersey man was heard to exclaim, ‘What a shame it is that 
foreigners should be allowed to beat us in our own courts!’ ”’

Introduction to British Constitutional Law. By D. C. M. 
YarDLEY, LL.B. (Birm.), M.A., D.Phil. (Oxon), of Gray’s Inn, 
Barrister-at-Law. pp. xvi and (with Index) 151. 1960. 
London : Butterworth & Co. (Publishers), Ltd. £1 2s. 6d. net. 
This book is intended to be a short introduction to constitutional 

law, and not a rival of the more comprehensive students’ text- 

books, such as Wade and Phillips, or Hood Phillips. The author 
wishes to give the student a brief review of the whole field 
covered by the subject, before he begins his study of the larger 
books. This aim has been carried out by keeping footnote 
references to a minimum, and avoiding discussion of unsettled 
problems or historical developments. No student preparing for 
examinations should expect to rely on the 151 pages of the new 

Yardley as his only text-book, but he may well find it a useful 

introduction. 

The author has stated the law accurately, though there are 
places where the “ précis’’ nature of the book leads to over- 
simplification. He covers all aspects of constitutional law, 
including local government, and the Commonwealth, and his 
treatment of administrative law is very up-to-date; he condenses 
admirably the changes effected by the Franks Report, 1957, and 
the Tribunals and Inquiries Act, 1958. 

The book invites comparison with Jennings’ ‘“‘ The Law and 
the Constitution,’’ which also professes to be an introduction 
to the subject. Jennings discusses the basic principles in a 
critical manner, without giving much detailed information about 
the constitution; whereas Yardley expounds the main facts 
of the constitution, and though he covers a wider field than 
Jennings, he attempts little criticism of the law. As a factual 
introduction, Yardley’s book may well prove useful in imparting 
the rudiments of the subject, but an able student will probably 
prefer to begin his study with a more comprehensive work. 


The Nuremberg Trials in International Law. By 
RoBerT K. WoETZEL. pp. xv and (with Index) 287. 1960. 
London: Stevens & Sons, Ltd. New York: Frederick & 
Praeger, Inc. £2 2s. net. 


This latest addition to the already voluminous literature 
on the Nuremberg war crimes trials attempts to set the work and 
experience of the International Military Tribunal (IMT) in 
perspective as marking a decisive stage on the way toward the 
establishment of an international criminal court. The author’s 
view is that persons placed in positions of civil or military authority 
may, after Nuremberg, be condemned as international criminals 
if they offend against international law, if they instigate or prepare 
wars of aggression, if they apply laws that “‘ violate the laws of 
humanity,’ or if they persecute groups or persons whose rights 
are recognised by most civilised nations. His interpretation 
of the meaning of Nuremberg is not novel but the book does 
give an excellent short survey of the background to the tribunal, 
its legal character and basis, and the law applied by it in the 
fields of crimes against peace and against humanity, and criminal 
organisations. It is, however, markedly less successful in its 
treatment of the criminal responsibility of the individual under 
international law; to compensate in some measure for this 
there is, however, a well-argued refutation of the criticism that 
the IMT dispenses only “ victor’s justice.”” All in all the book 
can be confidently recommended as a clear and succinct survey 
of the IMT and its general place in international law; it is 
helped by full documentation and a useful, though selective, 
bibliography. It should be of considerable interest to all lawyers 
and it will revive and stimulate discussion on a number of highly 
controversial issues. 


The Quantum of Damages in 
Cases.

This book attempts to do for South African practitioners 
what Kemp’s “Quantum of Damages” has done here: the 
principles of the law are expounded, cases are analysed and 
useful tables are provided to assist in estimations of the damages 
likely to be awarded in cases of personal injury.

of the law relating to damages in South Africa, while interesting, 
is of no practical use to the English lawyer, being based on the 
Roman-Dutch system, but the cases may be of value provided 
the reader keeps in mind that awards in South Africa are 
generally lower than here. This is particularly true where 
natives are the plaintiffs; a sum of £250 total damages for an 
injury resulting in permanent shortening of one leg, severe pain 
for four months and inability to work for a year seems very low 
by our standards. 

Reading this book emphasises the need for a new edition of our 
own invaluable “‘ Kemp,”’ or at least a supplement. The figures 
for damages given month by month in Current Law are of 
great assistance, but the need remains for fuller reports and 
analyses of significant cases. Even more useful would be an 
examination of the facts and figures of that great majority of 
personal injury cases which are settled out of court. Such a 
publication is, however, likely to remain limited to private 
circulation among insurance companies. 


The Future of Law.in Africa. Edited by A.N. Attorr. pp. 58. 
1960. London: Butterworth & Co. (Publishers), Ltd. 7s. 6d. 
net. 


The increasing interest in the development of law in African 
territories was demonstrated by the number of judges, adminis- 
trators and both academic and practising lawyers who gathered 
in London in December, 1959, for a conference on that topic 
under the chairmanship of Lord Denning. The basic problems 
were how best to ascertain African customary law, how to 
modify it to meet modern conditions, and how to reconcile the 
conflicting components of African law, which is usually a mixture 
of customary law, Islamic law and English law. It is the ultimate 
objective of all African territories that a unified system of law 
should emerge, but the process will be long and involved. The 
‘“‘ wind of change ’”’ in Africa, the extension of education, and the 
rapid emergence of many independent states, also make it 
essential that the laws of Africa should be adapted to changing 
circumstances. 

This 58-page book records the many different views expressed 
at the conference on these matters, and the informal conclusions 
of the delegates Though it is a small book, it deals with a most 
important problem for the future peace and stability of a large 
continent. The record contains the wisdom and experience of 
many experts on African laws, and even for the non-expert it 
is a fascinating account of the attempt to modernise native legal 
systems by compressing into a few decades the developments 
which were spread over centuries in England and elsewhere. 
There were many speakers at the conference, and naturally there 
is some overlapping of subject-matter in different parts of the 
book, but the general impression upon the reader is of a conference 
united in its determination to grapple with difficult issues. Its 
recommendations range over many topics, but a major one con- 
cerns the need for a written digest of native law and custom in 
each area, covering family law, succession and land tenure. 
Such a digest should not be put in statutory form, but be admis- 
sible like an authoritative textbook to guide the courts. The 
aim is to permit flexibility so that eventually by means of judicial 
interpretation, legislation, and the development of new customs 
the older African law will be modified to suit changes in social, 
economic and political conditions. All such methods of legal 
change should be used simultaneously, since legislative changes 
alone will not be effective if they run too far ahead of African 
public opinion. 

Part II of the book covers particular branches of the law: 
it is recommended, for instance, that the general criminal law 
should be written and apply uniformly to all persons within a 
territory ; that uniformity of rules of evidence and procedure 
should be more important at the present stage than uniformity of 
substantive law ; and that only a system of registration of title 
can finally solve the many problems of land tenure throughout 
Africa Finally, the basic need for adequate education of African 
legal practitioners is discussed, and practical training is recom- 
mended to supplement merely academic qualifications. 

This book is essential reading for anyone connected with 
African law, but it should appeal to a wider audience of those 
interested in the orderly development of our African colonies

PRACTICE: VEXATIOUS PROCEEDINGS : 
MATTERS FOR CONSIDERATION IN MAKING 
ORDER 


A.-G. v. Vernazza 


Viscount Simonds, Lord Reid, Lord Keith of Avonholm, Lord 
Denning and Lord Morris of Borth-y-Gest 


21st July, 1960 
Appeal from the Court of Appeal ([1960] 
p- 51, ante). 


In 1935, V issued a writ against a company claiming damages 
of £158,982 for alleged breach of contract and/or wrongful 
dismissal. In 1937, the action was withdrawn, following a 
consent judgment, and a sum in court was paid out to V. 
He denied that he had consented to that course, and during 
the succeeding twenty-five years, with long gaps of inactivity, 
he sought, by appeal to the Court of Appeal and petition for 
leave to appeal to the House of Lords, by writs in the 
Chancery Division and various consequential interlocutory 
proceedings, by originating summons and consequential 
summons in the Companies Court, to pursue his claim against 
the company and later against its liquidator, proceeding on 
two subsequent occasions to the stage of petition to the 
House of Lords. By 1959 all those proceedings had been 
disposed of by the courts; but a new action, begun in 1957, 
claiming the same sum of £158,982, was continuing against 
the estate of P, who had guaranteed the debts of the company 
when it went into voluntary liquidation. On 9th April, 
1959, the High Court made an order, on the application of 
the Attorney-General under s. 51 (1) of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature (Consolidation) Act, 1925, that no legal pro- 
ceedings should without the leave of the High Court or a 
judge thereof be instituted by V, on the ground that he had 
habitually and persistently and without any reasonable ground 
instituted vexatious legal proceedings. V appealed against 
that order. On 14th May, 1959, the Supreme Court of 
Judicature (Amendment) Act, 1959, came into force, extending 
by s. 1 (1) the power of the High Court to make orders covering 
continuing proceedings instituted by a vexatious litigant in 
any court before the making of an order under s. 51 (1). On 
the hearing of V’s appeal, the Attorney-General, by a cross- 
notice, asked the Court of Appeal to vary the order of the 
High Court of 9th April, by adding thereto an order that any 
legal proceedings instituted by V in any court before the 
making of that order should not be continued by him without 
leave. The court dismissed both the appeal and the notice 
of contention. The Attorney-General appealed to the House 
of Lords. No further question arose on V's appeal. 


Viscount Smwonps said that such an order as that made 
on 9th April, 1959, could under the terms of the statute 
authorising it (Supreme Court of Judicature (Consolidation) 
Act, 1925, s. 51) be made only on the footing that the 
court was satisfied that the respondent had habitually and 
persistently and without any reasonable ground instituted 
vexatious legal proceedings. The order was amply justified. 
On 14th May, 1959, there came into operation the Act amending 
the 1925 Act. The single question was whether it was 
competent for the Court of Appeal to vary the order as 
asked. It was conceded that the order for which the Attorney- 
General asked was proper to be made by the Court of Appeal 
if it was competent for that court to make it. The relevant

could itself now make an order in the terms prayed by the 
Attorney-General; (2) whether the Court of Appeal and, 
therefore, the House of Lords could make such an order. 
On the first point, clearly the High Court had the necessary 
power. By the amending Act a new power was given to 
the court to enable it to deal with proceedings of which it was 
seised. Even if the Act was retrospective, it was procedural. 
There was a distinction between enactments which provided 
new remedies and those which affected substantive rights. An 
enactment which enabled the court to deny to a vexatious 
litigant the power to prosecute proceedings without leave 
fell within the former category. A man was not deprived of 
a vested or substantive right if it was still left open to him 
to prosecute a claim which was not an abuse of process and 
for which there was a prima facie case. On the second 
question, on the assumption that the High Court could itself 
make the necessary order, the Court of Appeal, being bound 
to apply the law in force at the time of the appeal, was 
enabled, ‘f it thought fit, to accede to the Attorney-General’s 
applicatio: see the concluding words of R.S.C., Ord. 58, 

9 (3). The Court of Appeal should have varied the order 
of the High Court by adding the order that any legal pro- 
ceeding instituted by the respondent in any court before the 
making of that order should not be continued by him unless 
he obtained the leave of the High Court or a judge thereof 
and satisfied the court or judge that such legal proceeding 
was not an abuse of the process of the court and that there 
was a prima facie ground for such proceeding. 

The other noble and learned lords agreed in allowing the 
appeal.

Appeal from Southend County Court. 


On 13th November, 1959, the landlords, Southend Corpora- 
tion, served a notice on their tenants, Airport Restaurants, 
Ltd., under s. 25 (1) of the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1954, 
purporting to terminate their tenancy of certain premises 
on the corporation’s airport. The tenants applied to the 
county court under s. 24 (1) of the Act on 7th March, 1960, 
asking for the grant of a new tenancy. On 27th May, 1960, 
the tenants issued a writ in the High Court, in which they asked 
for a declaration that the notice of 13th November, 1959, was 
invalid. When the application for the grant of a new tenancy 
came before the county court judge on 30th May, 1960, 
counsel for the tenants asked for an adjournment pending the 
outcome of the High Court proceedings. The county court 
judge refused to grant an adjournment and began to hear 
the application. The tenants appealed. 


Hopson, L.J., said that it seemed to him that, having 
regard to the way in which this court dealt with matters of

TO PURCHASE FREEHOLD OF DEMISED PREMISES 
“AT ANY TIME”: WHETHER TENANT MAY 
EXERCISE OPTION WHEN HOLDING OVER AS 
STATUTORY TENANT 
Longmuir v. Kew 


Cross, J. 28th June, 1960 


Adjourned summons. 

By a tenancy agreement, dated 26th May, 1939, certain 
premises were let for a term of five years from Ist June, 1939. 
The agreement provided, inter alia : ‘‘ And it is hereby agreed 
that the tenant has the right of option to purchase at any time 
at {675. Ground rent £7.” That right was to purchase the 
freehold, the ground rent being the fee farm rent to which 
the freehold was subject. At the date of the agreement the 
premises were not subject to the Rent Restriction Acts, 
so that at that time there was nothing to prevent the landlord 
from recovering possession at the end of the five years’ 
term in 1944, but it became subject to the Rent and Mortgage 
Interest Restrictions Act, 1939, and at the end of the five 
years’ term the tenant remained in possession as a statutory 
tenant thereunder. On 5th June, 1959, the tenant gave 
notice of his intention to exercise the option and the landlord 
disputed the validity of that notice. The tenant took out a 
summons asking, inter alia, for a declaration that, on the 
true construction of the agreement, he was entitled to exercise 
the option and had validly exercised it on 5th June, 1959. 


Cross, J., said that it had been agreed that the option could 
not be read literally in the sense that the tenant had the 
right to purchase the freehold even though he had no longer 
any connection with the premises and was no longer a tenant 
of the landlord. It had been argued that it was exercisable 
so long as the relationship of landlord and tenant existed 
and that it made no difference that by operation of statute 
passed after the creation of the agreement the landlord 
became unable to turn the tenant out (see Rider v. Ford 
(1923) 1 Ch. 541, and McIlroy, Lid. v. Clements [1923] W.N., 21.) 
Ultimately it was a matter of construction and the question 
was what limitation ought to be read into the words “‘ at any 
time.’’ It would be rather unlikely that a landlord would 
agree in advance to a tenant having the right to purchase the 
freehold at a named price during a term of years the length 
of which varied and also throughout a quite uncertain period 
during which the tenant might hold over. Although his 
lordship agreed that there was no real distinction, he thought 
it a little easier to read an option to renew as applying through- 
out the relationship of landlord and tenant, even if the original 
term had expired, than an option to purchase the freehold. 
On the whole his lordship considered that, on the true con- 
struction of the agreement, the right given to the tenant 
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was a right to purchase the freehold at any time during the 
currency of the agreement. Summons dismissed.

RESTRICTIVE PRACTICE: FIXED PRICES FOR 
BLACK BOLTS AND NUTS: WHETHER IN PUBLIC 
INTEREST 


In re Black Bolt and Nut Association’s Agreement 


Diplock, J., Sir Stanford Cooper, Mr. W. L. Heywood, 
Mr. W. Wallace, and Mr. W. G. Campbell. 
15th July, 1960 

Reference. 

By an agreement between all its members, the Black Bolt 
and Nut Association of Great Britain fixed the prices at 
which they could sell black bolts and nuts, carriage bolts 
and nuts, and railway fastenings, hereinafter collectively 
called “ fastenings.’”” The current price list was built up 
from the costings available in 1953 of eleven large manufac- 
turers, but there was no definable relationship between the 
price appearing in the price list and the average cost of 
manufacturing the item to which it related. The price 
appearing in the price list applied to a normal ordering 
quantity ; for other quantities there was a graduated tariff 
of decreasing discounts ; for very small quantities the fixed 
price was obtained by adding a plusage to the price appearing 
in the price list. In addition, there were three special 
discounts : a large order discount, a quantity discount given 
to a purchaser if his annual aggregate sales from members 
of the association exceeded a certain amount, and an inter- 
trading discount given to members when they bought fastenings 
from another member. A_ special procedure applied to 
sales to Government departments and other large users. 
Members notified the secretary of the association the price 
they intended to quote, and the lowest price so reported to 
the secretary was circulated to all members interested and 
became the minimum price. On the registrar referring 
the agreement to the court, the association contended that 
it provided the public with specific “ and substantial benefits ” 
within s. 21 (1) (6) of the Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956. 

DipLock, J., reading the judgment of the court, said that 
despite the theoretical objection to the costings adopted by 
the association, the fixed prices, whether judged on capital 
employed or on turnover, were reasonable. There was no 
room for a general overall reduction in prices. Moreover, 
the industry was a highly efficient industry, which had made 
an exceptional amount of technical progress and produced 
fastenings of the highest quality. There were numerous 
varieties of fastenings—there were over 3,000 varieties of 
the standard sizes, and there were also many specialised 
sizes. A single order would generally comprise many different 
items. If there were no uniform price for the many different 
varieties of fastenings, prices for each item would vary from 
manufacturer to manufacturer with the result that stock- 
holders (the wholesalers) and large and medium-sized 
industrial users, who bought fastenings direct from the manu- 
facturers, would have to make a great many inquiries before 
they would place an order. To put it colloquially, they would 
have to “go shopping,” with a consequential increase in 
their administrative costs which in the case of the stock- 
holders could not be covered by their present profit margins. 
Since fastenings were used as a component of some larger 
construction or finished product, and the cost of the fastenings 
formed a trivial proportion of the total cost of the finished 
product, any countervailing benefit in the form of lower 
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prices was negligible. For example, a reduction of 10 per 
cent. in the cost of fastenings would effect a reduction of 
$ per cent. in the total cost of finished products in the con- 
structional engineering industry. The court was therefore 
satisfied that the avoidance of “ shopping” was a specific 
and substantial benefit to the public within s. 21 (1) (d) of 
the Act of 1956, and that this benefit outweighed any possible 
detriment in the form of higher prices under the price fixing 
scheme. However, no benefit was obtained by the public 
from the special quantity discounts, which only benefited 
large buyers, nor was there any benefit to the public from 
the special procedure for sales to Government departments 
and other large users. Accordingly, there would be a declara- 
tion that the general price restrictions were not contrary to 
the public interest, but that the restrictions relating to the

EXTINCTION OF MORTGAGE BY LAPSE OF 
TIME 

Q. In 1920, Mr. and Mrs. A mortgaged Blackacre to Mr. BR. 
Mr. B died in 1924, probate being granted to Mr. C, and in 1930 
Mr. C as executor of Mr. B transferred the mortgage to Mr. D, 
who died in 1943 and probate of whose will was granted to Mr. E. 
Mr. E died in 1950 and probate of his will was granted to Mr. F, 
who died in 1950. In 1958, probate of his will was granted to 
Mr. G. Mrs. A died in 1953 and Mr. A died in 1956. As they 
were joint tenants the property had become vested in Mr. A. 
Letters of administration of the estate of Mr. A were granted to 
Mrs. H in 1958 and we act for Mrs. H. The deeds are in the 
possession of a firm of solicitors, Messrs. J & Co., and as Mrs. H 
wishes to sell this property as part of the administration of the 
estate we wrote to Messrs. J & Co. and asked them in the first 
place to confirm that they had the deeds. They replied that 
they had the deeds as they acted for the mortgagee (deceased) 
and that they appeared to have had them for several years. 
They informed us that they did not know whether the mortgage 
debt was still in existence. On taking instructions from our 
client Mrs. H, she informed us that Mr. A (her father) had called 
at the offices of Messrs. I & Co. some seven years ago and inquired 
of the state of the mortgage debt as he wished to redeem the 
mortgage. He was informed that there was a balance of {£35 
owing on the mortgage, but when he offered to pay and to 
discharge this he was informed that the book in which a record 
of the payments had been kept had been destroyed and that 
they wished to make further inquiries. Nothing further was 
done. The person employed at Messrs. I & Co. who had seen 
Mr. A has since retired. Messrs. I & Co. have been asked for 
a redemption account but are unable to give one and the only 
record that they can produce is an account prepared by a firm of 
accountants in 1945 when £180 was then outstanding, but there 
seems no doubt that a considerable portion of this has since 
been paid off. No payments have been made off the mortgage 
since Mr. A’s call at the offices of Messrs. I & Co. several years 
ago. We have made repeated demands for a redemption account 
and for the deeds but it seems that a stalemate has been reached. 
Will you please advise us what steps we can take to obtain these 
deeds as it is now over a year since we first asked for them and it 
is desired that the property should be sold to complete the 
administration of the estate. 

A. The ultimate remedy may be to take out an originating 
summons in the Chancery Division for redemption and recon- 
veyance. In such proceedings it is possible, by discovery, to

ascertain the amount claimed to be due: see Halsbury’s Laws, 
2nd ed., vol. 23, p. 318, and authorities there quoted. We would 
expect that if you threatened such action an arrangement for 
redemption could be made. 

Before taking any such steps we suggest you consider whether 
the mortgagee’s title may have been extinguished by lapse of 
twelve years from the last payment of principal or interest 
If this is so, Mrs. H can insist that the deeds are handed over 
to her without repayment (Lewis v. Plunket [1937] Ch. 306 ; 
Emmet on Title, 14th ed., vol. 2, p. 264). 


Income Tax—DkrEps oF CovENANT—VALIDITY 


Q. Is it correct that deeds of covenant such as are made by 
persons on behalf of dependent relatives are not valid outside 
the United Kingdom and does the United Kingdom for this 
purpose exclude the Isle of Man ? 


A. The validity of any deed depends upon what is its proper 
law. If the deed of covenant purports to operate under English 
law it will be valid and confer enforceable rights upon the 
covenantee notwithstanding that one or other of the parties 
may be resident and perhaps domiciled outside the United 
Kingdom. If the proper law of the covenant is English, Scottish 
or Northern Irish, then the Income Tax Act, 1952, ss. 169 and 170, 
will apply, so that the covenantor may deduct United Kingdom 
income tax at standard rate when making the payments, retaining 
such income tax insofar as the payments are made out of income 
brought into charge to United Kingdom income tax. If the 
covenantee is resident outside the United Kingdom he may 
reclaim from the United Kingdom tax authorities the tax so 
deducted if, notwithstanding his non-residence, he can bring 
himself within the Income Tax Act, 1952, s. 227 (2), so that 
he can establish a right to personal allowances for United Kingdom 
income tax ionate to the relative size of his total income 
and his United Kingdom income or if he can show that he is 
entitled to exemption from United Kingdom income tax on the 
covenant payments by reason of some double taxation convention. 
If the covenant is not governed by English law the Income Tax 
Act, 1952, s. 169, has no application thereto (see, for instance, 
Keiner v. Keiner [1952] 1 Ail E.R. 643), so that the covenantor 
will have no statutory warrant for deducting United Kingdom 
income tax therefrom and from that it will follow that he cannot 
make any deduction in computing his income for purposes of 
United Kingdom surtax: see Bingham v. Inland Revenue Com- 
missioners [1956] Ch. 95. Whether such a covenant, valid 
either by English law or by its proper law, would constitute a 
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good deduction in computing the income of the covenantor for 
the purposes of some income tax charged under the law of some 
foreign country can only be answered by someone conversant 
with the particular income tax code concerned. We know little 


about the law of the Isle of Man, but we think that a covenant 
in English form would probably be valid under that law, and if 
the covenant was expressed to be governed by English law a
